HONOURED SIR, 


Have received yours, wherein you defire me to give youa 
Brief Account of the pait and prefent State of New Eng- 
land, which in as few words as I can, and as ftraits of 
time will permit me, I fhall endeavour your Satisfacti- 
on in. : 

New England contains that Tract of Land which is between 
forty and forty five Degrees of Northern Latitude; It was for 
fome time known by the name of the Northern Plantation ; but 
King Charles the Firft (then Prince of Wales) gave it the name of 
New England. 

"The firlt fettlement of the Englifh there, was inthe year 1620, 
wiz. et New Plymouth, 

New England differs from other Foreign Plantations, in refpect 
of the Grounds and Motives,inducing the Firlt Planters to remove 

| Me into 
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info that American Defert ; other Plantations were built upon ~ 
Worldly Interefts, Nem England upon that which is purely Reli- - 
gious; for although they did, and do agree (as is evident from 
their Printed Confeflion of Faith) with afl other Protestant Ke- 
formed Churches ; and more efpecially with England, in Matters of 
Doétrin, and inall Fundamental Points‘of Faith; yet as tothe - 
Liturgy, Ceremonies, and Charch-Government by Bifhops, they 
were, and ate Nor-conformifts: lt was grievous to them to. think 
of living in continual difference with their Proteftant Brethren 
in England ¥ wpon which account. they refolved ona peaceable © 
SECESSION into a corner of the World.; and being defirousto « 
be under the Protection of Ens xd, about twenty worthyGentle- — 
men obtaitied a Charter from King Charles the Firft, bearing date - 
from the year 1628. which giveth them Right to the Soil,for they » 
hold chisiz. Titles of Lands, as of the Manner of Eaf-Greenwichin -« 
Kent, and-in Common SOCAGE , which, notwithftanding, they -. 
purchafed their Lands of the Indians, who were the Native Pro--. 
prietors: By their mentioned-CHarter, they are ‘-Empower’d to: 
Elect_yearly their own Governor,. and Deputy-Governor, and * 
Magiftrates, as here in London, and in other Towns Corpo- 
oe athe Freemen chufe their Lord Mayors,\ Mayors, Aldermen, 

They have alfo Power-to make fuch. Laws, as fhall be moft pro-: 
per and fuitable for the Plantation: Neverthelefs, as an acknow- 
ledgment of their dependance on England, by their Charters, they 
are obliged notto-make any Laws, which fhall be repugnant to — 
the Laws in England. oc ee ‘aw 

Alfo, the fifth part of: all Oar, of Gold or Silver, found in that 
Territory, belongs to. the Crown of England. . - 

‘The Report of this Charter, did encourage many very de- 
ferving perfons to Tranfplant themfelves , and their Families; in- 
to New England, GentJemen of Ancient and Worhhipful Families, 
and Minifters of the Gofpel, then of great fame here in Englan1, 
Tradefmen , Artificers,; and Planters, to the Number of about 
four thoufand did in twelve years time go thither, 

The hazards‘ they run, and the difficulties which they en- - 
countred with, in fubduing a Wildernefs, cannot be eafily exe 
pret. .in a large Tract: Butthe Almighty God, by a wonder- 
ful Providence, carsied them through all. | 
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_ -Yn'the year 1637, they were in imminent -danger of being cut 
off by the barbarous Heathen, but when it came to a War,

mighty numbers of the Indians were flain, by afew/of the Eng- 


—dith, which caufed a terror of God to fall upon the Heathen round 
about; fo that after the Peguod Indians were fubdued, ‘there 
was peace in the Land-for forty eight years together ; and being 
fetled under a good.asd cafe Government. the Plantation in- 
creafed, and profpered wonderfully ; yea, fo as cannot be pa- 
allelled.in any Hiftory: never was place brought to fucha Con- 
fiderablenefs in fo fhort atime; that which was, not long fince,a.- 


howling Wildernefs, in few years time, became a pleafant Land, 


‘wherein was abundance of all things meet for Soul and Body, 


which can be imputed to nothing elfe, but to their Religion, 
the Gofpel bringing.a fulnefs of Blefliags, along with it: Some 
have obferved, that fince the year 1640, more Perfons. have re- 
moved out of New England, than have gone thither. Never- 
thelefs, the four thoufand, who did, between that and the 
year 1620, tranfplant themfelves into Nem England, are fo mar> 
veloufly increafed., as that, if the Computation fail not, 


they are now. become. more, than... Two? hundred thoufand.

As for your Enquiry, By whaf means they came to be deprived of 
their Charters, Rights and Liberties ; pleafe to underftand, that in 
the year 1683, a Quo Warranto was iffved out againft them, and 
with the Notification thereof by the then King’s Order there was a 
Declaration publifhed, enjoyning thofe few particular Perfons men- 
tioned inthe Qus Warranto,to make their defence at their own per- 


ticular Charge,without any help bya publick Stock: By this it was | 


eafie to {ee that fome Perfons were refolv’d to have the Charters 
‘condemned, quo jure quaque injurga : Neverthelefs, the Governor 

and Company appointed an Attorney to appear, and an{wer to 
the Quo Warranto, in the Court of King’s Bench. 


The Profecutors not being ableto make any thing of it there,

Since that time the Cowatry hath mightily declined, and gone 
to rpin daily , not being now like the place it was Five Years 
ago, whichis not much tobe wondred at, confidering aaa 
- erable 
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Jerable Oppreffions they have been Labouring under, fince their 
Charters were Ravifhed fromthem. | . 
__In the Year 1686. Sir Edmond Andros, was fent by the late 
King James to New England, with a Commiflion abfolutely de- 
ftructive to the fundamentals of the Englifh Government, Impow- 
ering him with Fout more ( none of themchofen by the People) 
to Levy Money, and make Laws, nay, and in-cafe of War inthe 
Plantations to fend as many of the Inhabitants as he would, two 
Thoufand Miles out of the Country: This Commiffion being 
Illegal and fo in it felf void, the People not being able to Conti- 
nue longer under thofe Oppreffions, did this Jaft Spring affert 
their Englifh Liberties Rights and Priviledges, and Unanimoufly 
‘Declare for the Prince of Orange andthe Parliament of England. 

And it is greatly to be obferved, that as long as New England 
enjoyed their Charters for more than Fifty Years together, they 
never put the Crown of England to a Penny Charge; which is 
more than-can be faid of any other Forreign Plantations depen- 
dant on &zgland. ; | | 
. But fince they have been under a Government not by C barters,. 


but by Commuiffion, the Country hath been Chargeable , and le 


Beneficial to the Kings Revenue than-in formier times. 

It hath indeed been objected,that in New England they @id many 
Years ago Tranfgrefs the Aé& of Navigation. But the Trafgrefli- 
on of fome few particular Perfons ought not to be charged as the 
fault of the Government there, who did in the Year 1663,make. ~ 
a Law that the Act of Naviyation fiould be Striétly obferved, 
and their Governours are Sworn to fee that Law Executed, and 
have to the uttermoft of their power been careful therein. ° 

Many other Things have been fuggefted againft New England, 
he moft of which having no footiteps of Truth in them, but be- 


‘ing the Malicious Inventions of the Febijabs and Sanballats of the 


Age, are not worth mentioning. . : 

Not but the People there being but Men,have had their failings 
as well as other Men in all places of the World, The only thing 
(fo far as {can learn) which can with any Coluor of Truth be - 
juftly reflected on them asa great fault, is that in fome matters

IL I know not whether in the World there be a better place 

for fhipping, nor,can I fay how many, (but many hundreds 
there are) hundreds of Veflels of their own building do be-. _ 
long to the Country, ( befides great Numbers built and fold — 
into England; ) for they yearly build many good Ships, fome 
of which for Loudox, é&id other places in England, 
_ The Country abounds with Pine-Trees, Excellent Cedars, 
and Oak for building of Ships, and Ship-Mafts in abundance ; 
by thofe that are proper Judges, the beft in the World, and 
come yearly from.thence-for, the Ufe of the King’s Ships. 

And it hath been affirmed by. knowing .Men in Navigation 
and Building, that whenever the King of England pleafes, he 
may in New England on fuch eafie Rates as is {carce imaginable, 
build Navies. of Ships: There being no better Timber in the 
World, and in fuch quantities as are inexhanftible, and in 
fuch convenient Places, as if.God and Nature had adapted 
thefe vaft Timbers for the faid ufe; which is worth confide- 


_. ration, for that Timber is generally wanting in England, and 


in Ireland, what is, istoo far from Waters and Places fit for 
Carriage, and the Eaft-Land Oak is fpungy and unfit.

Tears, and profeffed their Faith 
in Chrift ; and afterwards they and their Children were Bap- 
tized, and they were Solemnly joyned together in a Church- 


Covenant: And Mr. Elliot was the firft that Adminiftfed the 


Lords Supper tothem. The Minifter of that Church is nowan 
Indian named Daniel. . | 

Befides this Church at Natick, among our Inhabitants 
in the Maflachufets Colony, there are Four Indian Aflemblies ; 
where the Name ofthe True God, and Jefus Chrift, is folemnly 
called upon. © And thefe Four Aflemblies have American Preach- 


ers: Mr. Elliot formérly Preached to them once in Fourteen — 
‘Days; but now being Weakned with his Labours, and in the 


Eighty Sixth Year of his Age , doth not Preach to them more 
‘than once in Two Months. | 

About Fifty Miles from Boften is another Church confifting 
only of Converted Indians; in an Indian Town, called AZar- 
fhippang , the firft Minifter of which was an Englifhman, who 
being skilful in the American Language, Preached the Golpel to 
them in their own Tongue; but this Minifter is lately. Dead, 
and they now have an Indian Preacher. _ 


There are befides that , Five Affemblies of Indians profefling
